If your brother and sister bug you, at least you can tell them to buzz off. Ask a mosquito to hit the road, 
and it just goes in one antenna and out the other. Since bugs don’t speak our language, we interviewed 
Carl Schreck, an expert on insects. He explained why those pesky pests just won’t leave us alone! 


Where does that annoying mosquito sound come from? 
The beating of tiny mosquito wings is what creates the “zzzz’ 


What attracts mosquitoes to some people and not to others? 
All we know is that people give off chemicals that bugs detect. To 
most mosquitoes, a meal of human blood is not their number-one 
choice. Mosquitoes will usually choose animal blood over people 
blood. 


Why do mosquito bites itch? 
Its the saliva of the mosquito. Sometimes they use the saliva to make 
the blood flow better. Also, the saliva enters the wound as a kind of 
lubricant from their mouth parts so they can get down in there. 


Do mosquitoes prefer blondes 
over brunettes? — 
There's no evidence 
of that. 


Is it true that 
only female 

mosquitoes bite? 
Yes, the females are the blood-suckers. Males survive entirely on 
nectar from flowers. And males don't live as long—often only a few 
days. Females can live up to a month. 


Her buzz is worse 
than her bite. 


How does bug spray work? 
We don't know how, we only know it bugs bugs. 


Are mosquitoes all bad? 
No. They provide tood for other creatures, like baby fish. They also 
clean up water by slurping up the slimy bacteria that thrive in it.

Carl Schreck spent 32 years developing insect 
repellents at the Department of Agriculture's 
Mosquito and Fly Research Unit. The laboratory 
is in Gainesville, Florida, about 300 miles north 
of the Everglades, which is possibly one of the 
buggiest places on the planet. 

One part of Carl’s job was to test new repel- 
lents. To do this, he would coat one of his arms 
with the bug spray, then stick it inside a cage 
ne with mosquitoes. A fte er ‘three minutes,

Carl also trav vel ec te to , frica , South America, 
the South Pacific, | ar A ska to test whether 
repellents would work in varied places with dif- 
ferent kinds of inse sects, In Ethiopia, he received 
450 tsetse fly bites in 15 minutes! 

The research unit is still busy testing out new 
potions. If a mixture seems promising, crews go 
to a marsh, wearing long pants, gloves, head 
nets, and repellent from wrist to elbow. In the 
marsh, they wait until they’re each surrounded by 
as many as 2,000 stingers. After exposing their 
forearms for up to 15 minutes, they count the 
bites they’ve received. To compare results, one 
unfortunate person isn’t allowed to use repel- 
lent. If that person ends up with 10 times as 
many bites as the rest of the group, the bug 
spray is a success.
